ONE INDIVISIBLE INSTITUTION 


The growth of the Divine Science 
: College and the Divine Science Church 
is interesting as we trace its progress 
down through the years. As early as 
1889, group instruction was being con- 
ducted by the three Brooks sisters, 
‘ Nona, Fannie, and Alethea, and by 
1896 the number of people coming for 
help and systematic teaching had 
grown so large that the sisters took 
downtown offices where they could bet- 
‘ter accommodate the ever expanding 
group. 

Because of the great need for the 
Truth it revealed, Divine Science grew 
so rapidly that by 1898 the Divine Sci- 
ence College was incorporated, and 
several months later Nona L. Brooks 
took ‘charge of the first church to be 
organized by the College. On January 
first, 1899, Nona Brooks preached. the 
first sermon in the Divine Science 
Church in Denver. | 


The Church and College building 
was located, at this time, at Seventeenth 


and Clarkson Streets. In 1917, the 
beautiful edifice which is now the home 
of Divine Science was begun on the 
College lots at Fourteenth Ave. and 
Williams Street. The erection of this 
new home was an outstanding demon- 
stration of the manifestation of supply. 
Because of the help and inspiration that 


they had derived from the teachings of 
Divine Science, many of Denver’s most 
prominent citizens felt that this was an 


opportunity for them to show their. 


gratitude for the movement, and they 
contributed considerable sums of money 
to help pay for the building. Mrs. J. S. 
Brown gave $10,000.00, Mrs. Goodyear 


$5,500.00, Mrs. Hallack $3,000.00, Mrs. 


Tammen $2,500.00, and so on, and all 
this went, along with the many smaller 


gifts, into the building of the present 


church. 


In 1925, there was left only the small 
mortgage of $13,500.00 on the build- 
ing, and in that year Mrs. Tammen 
sent to the College the sum of $15,- 
000.00 and $13,500.00 of it was im- 
mediately utilized to free the building 
of all debt. Built by the College for 
the purpose of the promulgation of the 
authorized teachings of the College 
(which are now world-wide in scope), 
the First Divine Science Church of 
Denver has wielded an influence for 
good that has grown wider and deeper 
with the passing years. Many smaller 
centers, based upon these teachings and 
connected with the Mother Church 
in Denver, are. flourishing in towns and 
cities all over the nation, and the 
Church finds itself at the head of a 
thriving family of churches whose eyes 
are turned toward Denver for leader- 
ship. This work is God’s work; the 
institution will continue to grow, for it 
has its own unique contribution to 
make to the unfoldment of mankind. 
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THE PUEBLO CHURCH 
JOINS NEWS FAMILY - 


The Divine Science Church of Pu- 
eblo, under the leadership of their 
minister, the Reverend Max H. Bal- 
lard, is now sponsoring one section of 
The Divine Scierice News each month. 
The Pueblo Church has for years had 
many consecrated workers and has ex- 
perienced an outstanding increase in 
membership and attendance since the 
Rev. Max Ballard became the minister. 
and the teacher of the principles of 
Divine Science and their practical ap- 
plication in daily living. In addition 
to the Sunday services, regular classes 
are being conducted on week days. 
Those of us in the Denver Divine Sci- 
ence Church and College who have 
been associated with Rev. Ballard in 
our work here, can understand how the 
Pueblo folks appreciate him and his 
earnest “true to Truth” teaching. Our 


_loss is Pueblo’s gain. 


This newspaper project is their own 
offer, and we like the spirit which 
prompted them to wish to become co-

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DR. NONA L. BROOKS AND DR. CARRIE F. MUNZ 
DELIVERED SPECIAL HOLIDAY SERMONS 


The First Divine Science Church of 
Denver closed the year with special 
services that will be remembered always 
by those fortunate enough to attend. 
They were a further demonstration of 
the tremendous power that was put 
into motion years ago in the Divine 
Science organization: a power so 
potent and irresistible that it must con- 
tinue as an ever-expanding, ever-grow- 
ing presentation of the highest spiritual 
Truth, . 

Sunday, December 24, Dr. Carrie F. 
Munz occupied the pulpit. She chose 


as her subject, In Thy Light Shall We 


See Light. Mrs. Munz gave a Christ- 
mas message that explained the birth of 
The Christ in each of us as we come 
into a higher realization. Her sermon 


was a perfect demonstration of her. 


marvelous ability to present a great 
Truth that is both idealistic.and prac- 
tical. ) AE 


She showed how the Christ Con- 
sciousness illuminates each soul when 
we first behold the Light of Truth, and 
how it grows in a never-ending ray of 
unfoldment. Mrs. Munz brought out 
the steps of such unfoldment as the 
Light of Certainty, the Light of Faith, 
the Light of Understanding, the Light 
of Beauty, the Light of Sympathy, and 
the Light of Joy. She explained: these 
as consisting not only of creative, illum- 
inating Rays, but also as being actual 
expressions in daily living. 

On the last Sunday of the month, 
which was also the last day of the year, 


‘Dr. Nona L. Brooks spoke from the 


pulpit. It was a celebration of the 46th 
anniversary of her first sermon, given 
January 1, 1899. Her. subject, appro- 
priately, was, Past, Present and Future. 

Briefly Miss Brooks reviewed the 
beginning of the Divine Science move- 
ment, which started. about fifty-eight 
years ago. Perhaps no one in the con- 
gregation that gathered to hear her was 
present at her first sermon, but those 
present appreciated the tremendous 


power, ‘poise, and serenity that she has 


developed through her long years of 
unselfish service. | 

It is easy to understand why the 
Divine Science organization has grown 
and expanded under the strong and 
wise guidance of Dr. Brooks. Crowned 
with her snow-white hair, speaking in 


a voice both musical and clear, a per- 


fect example of the beauty and under- 


` standing that maturity of consciousness 


brings, she inspired everyone with her 
faith and courage. By right Nona 
Brooks speaks, not as one quoting from 
the scribes and the prophets, but as one 
having authority. Hearing her, seeing 
her, basking in the light of her pres- 
ence, one understands the words of 
Robert Browning: 

“Grow old along with me! 

The best is yet to be; 
The last of life, for which the first was 

made. 
Our times are in His hand 
Who saith, ‘A whole I planned,

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YOUNG SOLDIER WRITES 
TO HIS MOTHER 


The following statements were taken 
from letters written during November 
1944, by a young man now serving in 
the South Pacifc, to his “Beloved 
Mom.” He was at one time a boy 
in our Church School. He speaks so 


earnestly and sincerely. of such sacred 


spiritual experiences that it would seem 


sacrilegious to even mention names.. 2 


The editors deeply appreciate the con- 
fidence of this mother and others of 
the family, in allowing us to cull these 


statements from his letters, and to per-. 


mit thern to be put into print that all 
might realize one young man’s wonder- 
ful growth in Spirit. 


“I believe. that last week was the 
most profitable week in my life. At 
last, I’m quite sure, I have seen a 
faint ray of light on the dark path that 


leads to that Peace which passeth all 


understanding. It is truly a glorious 
feeling. It has made me, want to laugh 
and sing. I hope and believe that 
those depressing moods will have little 
effect on me from now on. However, 
I can understand that these dark phases 
have a great purpose—the light is so 
much brighter when dark clouds pass 
away. Maybe you have felt that I am 
in much better spirits. I know that it 
just about overpowered me, and I was 
thinking strongly of. you.” 

“I am thinking of you and always 
sending my love. I am trying to be 
with you as one in the Absolute, main- 
taining selflessness and having faith. 
You must know that at all times I feel 
that I am with vou. The Spirit knows 
no space.” 

“I experienced a glorious five days at 
It was such a joy to be 
alone for a few days. In the evening, 
from a high point above the ocean, [ 
watched the sunsets. Each night it was 
different, and each moment there was 
a change. When.one is near the ocean, 


' life becomes so simple and one’s inner. 


thoughts become crystal clear.” 

- “In the last month there has been a 
definite change in me. I believe, at 
last, that I have discovered a very small 
part of my Self—my inner Self, you 
know.

Quoting the author of, The Wind of 
Circumstance: 

“The four years of the World War, 
1914-18, were among the happiest I 
ever spent. I shared a task with men 


. of every type and every social station, 


and was admitted to a fellowship so 
rare as almost to justify the beastliness 
which made it possible. There is at 
least this to be said for war: you live 
simply, if at all, and you do so in the 
company of men at their best, spurred 
to a passionate unselfishness by a com- 
mon purpose which at other times is 
lacking. 


The tragedy of war is that the sense | 
of fellowship it engenders. seems unable 
to survive the coming of peace. It is 
an arresting, paradox that mutual ser- 
vice, the seed of that all-embracing 
sympathy which would make war im- 
possible, appears to flourish best in a 
blood-soaked soil.” Yet the day will 
come when the lessons war has to teach 
will be learned and put into practice 
by mankind. In the present war we 
read again and again of men who are 
discovering God through their exper- 
iences. To men facing death on the 
water; in the air; or on the fighting 
front, when everyone nearby is in the 
same situation, so that no human help 
is available, then God becomes very 
close and a “very present help.” 


Air Facts tells of the pilot of a plane 
which burst into flames as it landed 
because of a bomb that had failed to 
release, and which had exploded upon 
the runway. He.says, “I was conscious, 
and I tried to get through. the little 
window next to my seat, but the chute 
I had to 
go back into the fire and try to get it 
off. But I couldn't. My fingers were 
numb. The last thing I remember was 
shouting, ‘Please help me, God!’ The 
next thing I knew I was on the ground 
with the Doc bending over me.

Every normal person wishes his life 
to be effective, just where he is—in 
home and in business, and in all human 


relationships. Just as soon as we have’ 


the clear spiritual certainty that we are 
God’s children and that God takes care 
of his own, there is no more darkness, 
no more sadness, and our lives become 
effectual. It is well known that in 
order to be effective, there must be a 
basis, a foundation, a standard, a guid- 
ing star—something that gives us a 
rule of life. The teaching of Omni- 
presence gives us the only satisfactory 
basis for living. 

No one need be in doubt as to 
whether he is living true. to Omni- 
presence. His attitude, his thinking, his 
living are evidence. And each one of 
us knows whether or not he is true 
within himself. 

Omnipresence means that God is 
everywhere always, and that what God 
is, is everywhere. Since, then, God is 
love, Love is everywhere. Since God is 
power, Power is everywhere. Since 
God is wisdom, there is Wisdom every- 
where for you and me. If the indi- 
vidual accepts this teaching and lives 
by it, he is equipped for the most effec- 
tive work, for he knows that wherever 
he is, God is always available. He finds 
the great truth of the immediacy of 
God. In ali our work, as well as in our 
problems, God and all that God is, is 
available. One can truthfully say: 
Wisdom is always at hand to guide me; 
Love to impel me to the right way of 
doing whatever I am called upon to 
do. Power to accomplish is for me 
on every hand. All that I need for

CRITICISM vs. 
DISCRIMINATION

Personal criticism. is one of the dead 
weights that hold us in limitation. The 


‘sole reason why some people do not 


get their healing, or find their True 
Place in life, is because they constantly 
indulge in personal criticism—mental, 
if not spoken. Here you have an in- 
fallible test of your spiritual progress. 
How fast are you overcoming personal 
criticism? Unless you are trying to get 
rid of this you need not expect health, 
happiness, or freedom. 


Now, this does not mean that we are 
not to exercise discrimination. Wise 
discrimination is an expression of Di- 
vine Intelligence. Of course we must 
distinguish between good quality and 
poor . quality everywhere, or where 
would be the joy of living. We must 
distinguish good conduct from bad 


conduct, good music from bad music, 


wisdom from stupidity, truth from 


error; and, indeed, it is our first duty . 


to do this. We must distinguish truth 
from error all day long, separating the 
sheep from the goats, if we are to -be 
true witnesses for God. But this is 


obviously quite a different thing from 


personal criticism. Condemn the sin 
but not the sinner. Deprecate foolish 


‘conduct but do not hate the foolish 


one for it. Rather help him with the 
right thought. If a singer sings a false 
note, of course you must recognize the 
fact, but do not censure him unkindly. 
If a friend is doing what you know 
to be wrong, you cannot condone the 
wrong but you can see the Christ in 


him, and may even point out the error 


to him if you are entitled to do so. 


Under any circumstances you must 
keep your own thought poised, tolerant, 
and kindly. Remember the Golden 
Rule. | |

WHAT IS TRUTH?

What is Trüth? Truth is that which 


-is as known in the Infinite Conscious- 


ness of God. It is therefore that which 
is universally true; therefore true at 
every point in consciousness. Truth is 
that which is so from the viewpoint 
of Totality which includes the surn of 
all its parts, or individual expressions.. 


To demonstrate Truth, then, we 
must not ask it to predicate its action 
upon any given untrue condition con- 
fronting us.

a receptive attitude of mind) that that 
which conditions in themselves cannot 
affect one way or the other to be IT- 
SELF. In the application of spiritual 
law the Spirit of Truth appears where 
human sense had seemed to deny until 
the Truth alone was desired and 
evoked. | : 


Truth is power, and power is evenly . 
distributed for it is everywhere equally 
present. This calls for non-resistance 
on the part of personality. To try to | 
force an issue or to assume the initia- 
tive on the personal plane is to believe 
that you can take power from one 
place and make it operate at another, 
or where it is absent. This causes 
cross-currents and breeds the “winds, 
fires, and earthquakes” of personal feel- 
ings in which the presence of the Lord. 
is absent. Force is of the personal 
sense and can but act as a boomerang, 
for the Truth of Being will not be 
altered to suit the whims of the voung 
soul who has not yet perceived the per- 
fection of that Principle which gives 
balance to all creation and is already 
active within it, to the end that its plan 
may be manifested to the glory of each 
living soul and the harmony of the 
whole.

Miss Brooks attended a Woman’s College in West 
Virginia, then came west to join her brother, Henry 
Brooks, and her sisters, Althea Brooks Small and Fanny 
B. James at Pueblo, Colorado. It was in Pueblo in the 
spring of 1887 that the sisters began their study of meta- 
physics, which was to have a powerful influence on their 


lives, bringing new visions of truth which resulted in a 


remarkable healing for Miss Brooks. Anxious to give to 
others what they had learned, she and her two sisters began 
class and healing work, under the name of Divine Science, 
which attracted many interested students. 


Miss Brooks was invited to attend the College of 
Divine Science. in San Francisco for further study and 
ordination to the ministry. Later on, in Denver, one 
meeting place after another was outgrown until it became 
evident that the work would require all the time of several 
workers. A building was erected at i7th Avenue and 
Clarkson Streets on lots given by Mrs. David Moffat. 


The Denver College of Divine Science was in- 
corporated in 1898. The College was very successful and 
it soon organized the First Church of Divine Science with 
regular Sunday and Wednesday services held in the college 
building. The Rev. Nona L. Brooks was the minister. 
But again a new and more commodious home was needed, 
and today the beautiful church and college building at 


Fourteenth. Avenue and Williams Street stands as a monu- 
ment to an unselfish life devoted to’ the teaching of the 
Omnipresence of God. 


Miss Brooks knew that one of the joys of life lay 
in constant study. She spent her sabbatical years as a 
student at Wellesley College and Boston University. This 
research into new and modern thought kept her abreast 
of the times, fresh and interested in Philosophical and .. 


- réligious thought. 


Thousands of people can attest to the value of this 
wonderful teaching. It encompassed the rebuilding of 
lives, the gaining of new values which led to a closer unity 
with God. Blessings untold were brought by this remark- 
able woman. 


Thirty years of service as minister of the church, 
fifteen years as president of the college, and many years as 
teacher of the consecration class, testify to the wisdom, 
love and beauty of her Chnist-like life. The outstanding 
characteristic of her life was her deep love for humanity. 
No one was too lowly or too unimportant for her loving 
consideration. 


- This brief outline of a rich, full, active life expresses 
only a small part of the marvelous influence of one who 
was sincerely consecrated to the betterment of the human. 
race. l 


Nona Brooks’ wonderful consciousness of God’s pres- 
ence radiated from her person and her writings and was 
expressed clearly in her teaching. To know her was never 
to forget her, or her loving, helpful kindness.

of the college forced her to give up 
her work with the children. 


After the move to 17th and Clarkson, 
the Sunday school continued to pros- 
per. Miss Alice Palmer, daughter of 
Mrs. Anna L. Palmer, and Mrs. Mary 
D. Parsons were among the early teach- 
ers. Recognizing the importance of 
young people’s work, Mrs. Bell B. Jean- 
con organized a youth choir. 

After the church moved to its present 
location on Fourteenth and Williams 
Street, Miss Miriam Mitchell and Mrs. 
Carrie F. Munz were superintendents. 
Among the teachers whom the editors 
remember during the ‘twenties’ were 
Mrs. Conine, Mr. Anderson, Mrs.

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LIFE AS WE SHOULD LIVE IT—A SERMON

Are 


How are we thinking about the great word Life? 


we taking it in its highest meaning? The word may be. 


written in two different ways. Divine Science usually writes 
it with a capital letter; popular usage spells the word with 
a small letter, and thinks of life as meaning every day ex- 
istence, the passing show, outer relations and activities. Out 
of this conception many questions arise; such as, “Why did 
this happen: to him? What is the reason for this tragedy? 
Why are the lives of so many people on this earth seemingly 
miserable?” E 

Divine Science holds out a solution for all problems and 


an answer to all questions in a conception which interprets . 


Life as God in action. Life written with a capital stands 
for the Activity of God. God is omni-active; and what 
God is must come forth in his activity.. Since God is good, 
the activity of the universe of form is good; since God is 
love, all activity is loving; since God is power, all activity is 
powerful for good. God-Activity is what natural science 
calls the universal energy. In God-Activity you and I live, 


move, and have our Being. As we function in this con- 
sciousness of the oneness of the Universe, we lift the thought 
of the world around us. “I, if I be lifted up, will draw all 
unto me.” `Jesus words prove his faith in the power of 


right thinking. 


Since the Presence which we call the I.AM is the only 


Presence and Power, let us lift ourselves into that conscious- 
ness of oneness through our daily living which brings those 
around us into the concept of wholeness. Our thinking 
must be based on the affirmation, “God is all, both visible 
and invisible.” 

We are likely to think of God in the highest and the best 
that we know: but let us not fail to see God in the least 
of the things of Life; there are no high and no low in the 
Kingdom of God-Life, and when we think of man in the 
Absolute, we see that by nature he must be Godlike, for 
is not man the highest expression of an infinite, all-powerful 
Creator? Let us apply this concept to ourselves, our fam- 
ilies, and our friends, as well as to all the world of men; 
it is our obligation to keep ourselves in the most positive 
attitude toward the Divinity of all Life. Each one has the 
power to attain to the realm of Divine Consciousness, if we 
hold true to the vision of our unity with God. 


Why not spell Life with a capital letter? Does not 
Divinity include all? I am asked, “How can you say that 
God ‘is all that is visible, when there is so much inharmony 
and imperfection in the visible?” Are you looking with 
the outer eve of the senses, or are you seeing with the inner 
eye of Spirit? It is with the inner eye that we see truth. 
Appearances of inharmony are the results of wrong con- 
ceptions. When the inner vision comes we see that God 
is the only Creator, and that we live by the power of his 
consciousness, and that we are brought forth by the im- 
pelling Spirit of his Love. When you and I see imperfection, 
it does not mean that in this place God is working im- 
perfectly. It is we who are seeing imperfection. God’s work 
is perfect; man’s conception of it is often imperfect or par- 
Imperfect seeing, then, is the cause of our list of 
sorrows and evils. 
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tution, und the soul standing conscious of its oneness with 
God, looks out upon the Universe with the God-Vision, it 

When in the hour of silence or in.the time of activity it 
is possible for us to free our mentality from beliefs of limi- 
realizes truth. We see that the temporal experiences of | 
sorrow and lack are the results of ignorance, and are un- 
important compared with the real experiences. In our 
earnest attempt to dissolve these misconceptions we see that 
after all the temporal experience is like a little shadow pass- 
ing across the face of the sun. You and I are coming into 
the understanding of the affirmation, God is All. God is 
his world. 

Let us be sure that we are true to Life in its highest mean- 


‘ing. This very. moment is the testing time; it is our oppor- 


tunity to prove ourselves true by thinking to our highest and 
by translating our thinking into doing. Remember, it is 
living the Life that counts. Are you practicing the Pres- 
ence? Am I? We know that God is active in this place 
as Living Soul; since God is active here, there is no other 
power to interfere with perfect expression this moment; let 
us not falter. Let us face the situation whatever it may be, 


‘with the knowledge that the Father is doing the work. God 


is in this place now; hence there is no room for sickness, 
weakness, sin, lack. : 


God is in action; hence all is Life. Life is the fulness 
that filleth all. We live because God lives. God _ is living 
in the lesser conception of life which deals with outer things 
only, and are basing our decisions on every day happenings. 
If a man seems to be walking in darkness, we may be sure 
that it is because he is unwilling to see the light. Jesus said, 
“He that followeth me shall not walk in darkness, but shall 
have the light of life.” . | 

I read an interesting sermon recently in which the author | 
says that you and I have a rendezvous with Life; and that 
we must keep our engagement. What does this mean? It 
means that we have a rendezvous with Truth, and it lies 
with you and me to keep our engagement. We may exist 
for many years without living at all. “Clinging to existence, 
we may, nevertheless, refuse Life.” Laziness, fear, prejudices, 
may prevent our keeping true to our obligation. We must 
be alert and vital now in order to give our best. We miss 
Life itself through mental indolence. Fear keeps us bound 
to petty experiences; we are afraid to rise. Many of us 
have a pet rut; let us welcome the mental earthquake that 
comes and shakes us out of it; but why wait for the earth- 
quake? I do not wish Life to have to force me out of my 
limited conceptions; I must make the effort to rise. Spirit- 
ual initiative is necessary to true living. | 

Life is one with truth, beauty, love, wisdom, power, joy; 
it is a rendezvous with goodness, courage, kindness, faith- 
fulness, service, and it is calling you and me to action. Life 
is above all a rendezvous with God; if we do not keep it 
we miss the joy of living. | 

What, then, is the origin of Life? Are you ready to 
answer the question? Infinite Wisdom, Knowledge, and 
Understanding is the origin. Hence we use a capital to 
emphasize the Divinity of Life. What is the process? Pro- 
cess is God in action. It is the working out of the universal 
plan. Life is all-powerful. It is God. God is not unknown 
or unknowable. Hence there is no mystery; there is only 
infinite Love and Power in action; the expression is by law; 
there is no chance, neither is there secret process. God is 
revealed as Life. )

“The Divine Use of the Imagination,” 
follow: 


“The determining factors in any in- 
dividual’s life experience are the oe 
he imagines himself, his problems, the 
universe, God, Eternal Life, Truth, and 


' Substance. 


There is a divine use of the imagina- 
tion in growing into the full stature of 
the Christ, in the overcoming of pover- — 
ty, sickness, and death. Paul gives us 
the key to the divine use of the imagi- 
nation in one statement, namely, ‘We 
all, with open face beholding as in a 
glass the glory of the Lord, are changed 
into the same image from glory to 
glory.’ 

It is an acknowledged fact that what - 
the mind thinks, the man experiences; 
also that man can only think what he 
can remember or what he can imagine, 
and that he cannot think what he can- 
not see in his mind’s eye. 


How shall we use imagination on 
ourselves? Surely not as Job, imagin- 
in all manner of misfortune, until ‘he 
came to himself? and said, ‘Behold 
mine fears hath come upon me.’
